BIG JUDGMENT AGAINST 
GREAT PERRIS DISTRICT. 


UDGMENTS agaregating nearly a 
J quarter of a million dollars were 
rendered in thé United States Dis- 
trict Court yesterday. against the Per- 
ris Irrigation district, Riverside 
county, which, at the time of its in- 
ception, exactly a quarter of a cen- 
tury ago, was one of the great de- 
velopment schemes of California. 
The judgments are seven in number 
and total $210,795.44. They were 
rendered in the cases in which Con- 
red Escher and Louis Rahn were 
plaintiffs and the Irrigation district 
defendant. The money was advanced 
for the pu of bonds issued to 
the amount of $442,000 in 1891 by the 
irrigation district. These bonds bore 
the signatures of J. W. Nance, presi- 
dent, and H. A. Piimpton, secretary. 
The bond issues was authorized by 
the directorate, but payment was de- 
faulted both as to principal, interest 
and installment coupons. After fighting 
the case in the United States courts 
for several years, the end has come 
with the finding of the judgment, un- 
contested, so far as the Perris Irfiga- 
tion District is concerned. The plain- 
tiffs are Swiss investors, who .pur- 


chased heavily of the bond issue. 
When the irrigation district was 
frst organized it 


both San Diego and San sheiaaitinnis 
counties. Later changes were made 
in its contour and at this time it com- 
prises only land tying in Riverside 
county. Efforts were made by indli- 
vidual land owners within the district 
to defeat the payment of the bond ac- 
count but after long lNitigation the 
intervention was not allowed. It 
was alleged on the part of these in- 
tervenors that the irrigation district 
was never legally organized; that pre- 
tended proceedings were had with the 
object of organizing the district; that 
the Board of Supervisors of San 
Bernardine. county acted without 
jurisdiction and the proceedings re- 
lating to the formation of the dis- 
trict were void and without effect; 
that certain persons assumed to. be 
officers of the irrigation district when 
they were not; that such alleged of- 
ficers had abandoned their claim and 
removed from the district: that the 
district so formed had never issued 
the coma in question, or in fact any 
vonds at all for any purposes. The 
arguments advanced in favor of the 
intervenors related to questions of 
jurisdiction and pleas of abatement. 
The irrigation district was organ- 
ized March 7, 1887. Under the terms 
of the resol@tion adopted by the 
Board of Directors, the bond issue of 
$442,000 was to pay interest of 6
